Charles M. Tissue and Charles M. 
Funk Arrested. 


HAWKSHAWS (tOT th em . 


Counterfeit Money Found Under the 
Floor In Their Room By the 
Officers Today. 


Chas. M. Tissue, aged 27 years, 
unmarried, employed as a lock­ 
smith at A. B, Dempsey, on West 
Second street, and Chas. M. Funk, 
a painter, single and aged about 32 
years, were arrested this morning 
on the charge of counterfeiting. 
The arrests were made by Con­ 
stable J . A. Robb, who was as­ 
sisted by Deputies Gresham and 
Redmon, the latter, it is said, hav ­ 
ing worked up the case. 
Tissue was taken in custody 
while at work at Dempsey’s, 
lie 
was led upstairs, the back way, to 
his sleeping apartment ov er Demp­ 
sey’s store, where Funk was found. 
The premises was searched, and 
when Deputy Redmon lifted up a 
board in the floor he was rewarded 
by finding about $20 in bogus quar­ 
ters and half dollars, three moulds 
for making the same, a small quan- 
^ tity of lead and copper, and a new 
crucible for melting the metal. 
When the officers went to look 
for Funk, howev er, he was not to 
be found. 
He had taken adv an­ 
tage of the excitement occasioned 
by the “ find” and slipped cut of 
the room, unobserv ed. 
A few minutes later he was dis­ 
cov ered secreted under a box in an 
outbuilding in the rear of Demp­ 
sey’s store, and both he and Tis­ 
sue were taken to jail, where they 
confessed their guilt. 
A telegram was sent to United 
States Deputy Marshal Ed Mor­ 
rison at Kansas City, notifying 
him of the arrests, and he is ex­ 
pected to arriv e here tonight after 
the prisoners. 
Constable Robb and his deputies, 
especially Ben Redmon, hav e re- 
ceiv ed many congratulations upon 
their capture. 
Detectiv e Turner 
claims that he has been at work 
upon the case for ten days, and had 
the men spotted, but was prev ented 
from acting by Chief Prentice, 
who wanted to be absolutely cer­ 
tain of the guilt of the accused be­ 
fore taking them in custody. 
Officer J im Engelbrecht was also 
“ dead next,” and was “ nosing 
around” in Mr. Dempsey’s place 
of business only a few minutes be­ 
fore the arrests were made, but all 
of this counts for naught, he says, 
and he gracefully admits that Ben 
Redmon beat him to it. 


Charlie Tissue has been working 
for Mr. Dempsey for the past four 
years and is regarded as a splendid 
workman. 
His parents reside at 
Partridge, Kas., and are said to be 
' excellent people. 
He and Funk hav e been room­ 
ing together, for about eighteen 
months, ov er Dempsey’s, and it is 


believ ed they engaged in the coun­ 
terfeiting business only a short 
time ago, as they hav e had v ery 
little money to spend of late. 
On the occasion of the recent 
excursion to Kansas City Tissue 
was among the number, and en­ 
deav ored to enlist in the United 
States army while there, but was 
rejected because he was too light. 
Charlie Funk is the son of a 
widow who resides four or fiv e 
miles 
south 
of town. 
He has 
worked as a painter for Dugan, 
Murphy, Ludeman and others, and 
so far as known to the D em o c r a t 
this is the first time he was ev er 
charged with crookedness. 
He made a trip to Kansas City a 
few days ago, and it is believ ed he 
purchased the crucible and other 
materials for^ counterfeiting while 
there. 
His arrest caused as much 
surprise as did that of Tissue. 
The bogus money is not of first- 
class quality, but many of the 
pieces could be passed readily. 
It 
is a little light in weight, and the 
molding is not as perfect as it 
might be. 
Considerable speculation is be­ 
ing indulged in as to who gav e the 
officers the “ tip” that resulted in 
the arrests, but they are not giv ing 
out any information on the sub­ 
ject. 
The 
D em o c r a t knows, how­ 
ev er, that ex-Officer J ohn J ackson 
has suspected Tissue and Funk for 
a month past of being engaged in 
counterfeiting. 
In fact, he corresponded with se­ 
cret Serv ice officers in St. Louis in 
regard to the case, and sev eral days 
ago apprised Chief of Police Pren­ 
tice of his suspicions. 
Mr. J ackson is working for the 
M., K. & T., howev er, and not for 
the city or ^state, and he did not 
consider it his business to follow 
the case until he had accumulated 
sufficient ev idence to warrant an 
arrest. 
The truth of the matter is there 
is v ery little in the criminal line 
going on in Sedaiia that J ackson 
does not get hold of as early as any­ 
body else, but, unlike some others, 
he keeps his tongue, and does not 
make street talk of his knowledge. 
Funk stated this afternoon that 
he would not attempt to giv e bond. 
He realizes that he is “ up against 
it,” as it were, and wants a speedy 
trial, so that he can begin serv ing 
his sentence at the earliest possible 
moment. 
For sev eral months past the city 
has been Hooded at interv als with 
bogus coin, but it is not believ ed 
that Tissue and Funk put it in cir­ 
culation. 
“ There are others,” it 
is thought, and there may be other 
arrests in the not distant future. 
A telegram was receiv ed this 
afternoon from Kansas City, say­ 
ing that an officer would arriv e 
here on Missouri Pacific train No. 
4 tonight after the prisoners, and 
they will be taken to Clinton to­ 
morrow morning for arraignment 
before United 
States 
Commis­ 
sioner J effries. 


Died of Meningitis. 
The nine-months-old son of Mr. 
and Mrs. Adam Senior, of Lut- 
man, died last night of spinal 
meningitis. 
The funeral will be 
held tomorrow.

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MANY LIVES LOST. 


Crowded Trolley Car Planees 
From a Trestle. 


MAY BE FORTY DEATHS. 


Ponderou s Electric Motor Cru shes 
Into the Carriag ’e After a 
Fall of Forty Feet. 


B r i d g e p o r t , Conn., Au g . 7 .—A 
crowded'trolley car of the Shelton 
street line ju mped the track on a 
hig h trestle ov er Peck’s Stream at 
3:15 o’clock y esterday afternoon, 
and, toppling ov er, went crashing 
down into the cany on, 50 feet be­ 
low. 
Of the forty -fiv e passeng ers 
on the car when it fell, thirty -six 
V are reported dead. 
The disaster 
occu rred at Oronoqu e, six miles 
from here. 
The scene of the disaster is be­ 
tween Shelton and 
Bridg eport. 
The car was northbou nd, ru nning 
toward Shelton. 
It was in charg e 
of Condu ctor John Carroll, 
of 
Bridg eport, who is among the 
killed, and Motorman Hamilton, 
of Bridg eport, who escaped death 
by ju mping . 
The trestle is 440 feet long , made 
of iron, with stone fou ndations, 
and was not protected by g u ard 
rails. 
Sou th of the trestle is an in­ 
cline down which the car ran at a 
hig h rate of speed. 
After it ran on to the trestle for 
abou t ten feet, the tru cks left the 
^ rails, and then the car continu ed 
on the ties for 7 5 feet, when it 
went off the trestle, and dropped 
into the pond below, ov ertu rning 
completely and u p-ending . 
When 
the car stru ck, the fou r-ton motor 
and the heav y tru cks cru shed into 
it, instantly killing many of the 
passeng ers. 
Three phy sicians, who were pas­ 
seng ers on a car a short distance 
behind, arriv ed qu ickly on the 
scene, and rendered all possible as­ 
sistance to the inju red. 
Word was sent to Bridg eport, 
and three ambu lances and the po­ 
lice wag on were hu rried to the 
scene* and the inju red were brou g ht 
to the Bridg eport g eneral hospital. 
A morg u e was improv ised in the 
main room of the town hall at 
Stratford, and in a v ery short time 
twenty -three bodies were laid ou t, 
awaiting identification. 
Of all the sad accidents connect­ 
ed with the fatality that of the 
^ wiping ou t of the entire family of 
Frank Blew, of Stratford, is the 
saddest. 
Blew and his wife and 
two children, Mau d, ag ed 3, and 
Melv in, ag ed 5, had mov ed here 
from Gibson, Neb., a short time 
ag o for the benefit of the health of 
Mrs. Blew. 
The accident was witnessed by 
Miss Frances Peck, who liv es 400 
feet from the bridg e. 
She was u p­ 
stairs at her home as the car passed, 
and she say s that it was ru nning at 
an u nu su ally fast rate. 
Frank Cramer, who was bathing 
near the bridg e, say s that the pas­ 
seng ers were sing ing and in a most 
joy ou s mood when they passed 
him. 
The road, which is practically 
controlled by the Bridg eport Trac­ 
tion company , 
was opened for 
traffic only last Thu rsday .

A score or more of persons were 
killed y esterday by the collapse of 
the g ang plank at 
the Mou nt 
Desert ferry . 
When the ex cu rsion train from 
Bang or arriv ed at the ferry there 
wa* a ru sh for the steamer Sappho. 
The first few'passeng ers had cross­ 
ed the g ang plank safely , and it is 
estimated that 200 people were 
massed on the plank. 
Su ddenly they felt the plank 
g iv e way beneath them. 
The long 
timber su pporting the plank broke 
in the middle. 
The hing es held u p 
one end and the chain the other, 
while the broken ends of the plank 
dropped, and a stru g g ling , scream­ 
ing mass of hu manity was plu ng ed 
into the water, fifteen feet below 
the wharf. 
A few clu ng to the inclined sides 
of the plank, bu t at least 150 were 
stru g g ling in the water. 
The pil­ 
ing of the wharf partially penned 
them in on three sides, and the 
boat ly ing at the wharf closed the 
ou ter end of the opening . 
After 
the first moment of stu pefaction 
the work of rescu e commenced. 
Ropes and life preserv ers were 
thrown to the crowd, bu t in the 
panic the people in the water 
clu tched each other and many sank 
in g rou ps in a death g rapple. 
Many were taken from the water 
u nconsciou s and were rev iv ed with 
mu ch 
difficu lty . 
Doctors 
were 
su mmoned from all directions, bu t 
it was half an hou r before the first 
arriv ed. 
The freig ht hou se at the ferry 
was tu rned into a morg u e, the 
bodies being taken there for iden­ 
tification as fast as they were re­ 
cov ered. 
By noon sev enteen had been re­ 
cov ered. Three other persons were 
taken on board the Sappho and 
died on the way to Bay Harbor. 
The precise nu mber of dead will 
not be known for some time, as a 
strong tide sweeps u nder the pier, 
and some bodies may hav e been 
carried away by it. 
A div er, who 
was set to work wdthou t delay , 
was eng ag ed in his search u ntil 5 
o’clock this afternoon.

R eg a rding the recent inv estig a ­ 
tion at the M ., K . & T. shops here,

St. Louis 
Republic of this 
morning had , the follow ing from 
its Seda lia correspondent:

ed to receiv e as a g ift, or purchase, 
the refuse of the shops. 
“ Bosses a nd employ es g ot chea p 
lumber to build barns and sheds 
from condemned cars. 
T he lum­ 
ber thus obta ined wa s no loss to 
the com pa ny ,w hich wa s then burn­ 
ing free coal. 
“ N ov j, it is different, and under 
present orders the com pa ny will 
not sell to an employ e a foot of 
lumber torn from a worthless car, 
but burns up under 
the boilers 
ev ery inch of wa ste of the “ rip- 
tra ck,” where from ten to tw enty 
condemned freig ht cars are torn to 
pieces da ily . 
“ The inv estig a tion rev ealed the 
a nimus of the 
parties 
who 
pre­ 
ferred the cha rg es a nd showed that 
the rules of the com pa ny had nev er 
been v iola ted. 
‘ ‘The feature 
of 
the inquiry , 
howev er, 
rev ea led that 
there 
is 
more or less jealousy a m ong the 
shop bosses and tw o or more of 
them were prime mov ers in ha v ing 
the inv estig a tion ma de, a nd. they 
esca ped without censure.’’

NOW IN TENTS. 


Th e Nin eteen Pettis Co u n ty Bo y s Wh o 
Left Last Week . 


It Is Said Th at He Carried 82 ,5 0 0 
lu sn ran ce In Fav o r o f His 
Fath er-In -Law. 


The murder of John Thornton at 
W ebb C ity last Sunday morning a 
week ago, of which crime Mrs. 
Thornton is accused, promises to 
be one of the most celebrated crim­ 
inal cases the Southwest Missouri 
courts 
have 
known 
for 
a 
long 
while. 
Prior 
to 
her 
marriage 
Mrs. 
Thornton lived in Springfield for 
several years. 
A s Miss Ida Street 
she was well known there. Shortly 
after her marriage her parents re­ 
moved to Anderson, Ind. , where 
they still reside. 
Ida Street re­ 
ceived her education in the Spring­ 
field schools and was accounted a 
modest young lady. 
In jail at Carthage she continues 
to deny the charge of murder. She 
says she knows nothing of the cir­ 
cumstances surrounding her hus­ 
band’s tragic death. 
A new phase in the case has de­ 
veloped which may result in the 
acquittal of the accused widow. 
A W ebb C ity dispatch says : 
“ The most sensational story con­ 
nected with the Thornton murder 
has come to light. 
It seems that 
Thornton carried . $2, 500 life insur­ 
ance, made out in favor of old man 
Van Horn, Thornton’s stepfather, 
who is accused of the murder by a 
miner boarding at the V an Horn 
home. 
If it is proven that he car­ 
ried this insurance and that old 
man V an Horn was missing from 
his home the night of the murder, 
it will go hard with the latter. 
“ Mrs. Thornton is spending her 
time in jail in a sullen mood, and 
refuses to talk. 
It is reported that 
she said she knew who fired the 
shot that killed Thornton, but she 
would not. tell. 
The authorities, 
however, discredit the story, and 
believe it was concocted by some 
outsider. 
No interesting develop­ 
ments are looked for until the pre­ 
liminary, which occurs August 9, 
before Justice Frankenberger. ” 
More about Van Horn is told in 
a Carthage dispatch which follows : 
“ Dick V an Horn, the stepfather 
of the murdered Thornton, came 
up from Prosperity this afternoon 
and had a 
long 
interview 
with 
Mrs. Thornton at the jail. 
Mrs. 
Thornton answers very spiritedly 
and says that she does not know 
who committed the murder. 
She 
asked V an Horn : 
“ ‘ Do you suppose I would allow 
myself to 
be brought 
here 
and 
locked up ir jail when I am inno­ 
cent if 1 could tell you of some one 
else who did do the deed. ^ 
I am 
just as anxious as you are to find 
out who did the deed. 
I have been 
racking my brain ever since I have 
been here to think who did it. ’ 
“ A s for herself, she said she was 
not afraid to die, but wants to die 
a happy death. 
She says 
if she 
had committed 
the 
murder 
she 
would be afraid to die. ”
